Preparations are now underway to initiate a survey of this area 
to abtain information on all loca! historical sites. 

Not only do physica! buildings and areas have a great deal of 
significance but it is the people who used tham that mado the 
history of this county and much of this wisdom and background is 
preserved in the minds and memcries of many local old-timers. 

In order to preserve this from being lost, a two-pronged 
approach will be made by the survey team which will be operating 
under the auspices of the Crawford County Historical Society, said 
Halen Moon, director of ihe Retired Senior Volunteer Program, 
which is also working on the historical survey. 

The “people history” wili be documented by Elmer Fenton and 
Lillian Smith who are presently gathering verbal histories on reel to 
real tape from persona in the area.

Lake Margrethe Problems Discussed at Meeting 


{Special to The Avalanche) 

Clearcut restrictions limiting 
road access to the undeveloped 
western shoreline of Lake Mar- 
grethe to military and other 
official vehicles will be sought 
by the Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association. 

Members had complained of 
vans, pickup trucks, camper- 
trailers and other camping ve- 
hicles breaking new trails to 
invade a three-quarter mile strip 
of the Military Reservation 
along the wild jaxe shoreline in 
the vicinity of Little Bear Point. 

Col. Edmund Rutkowski, 
Camp Commander, acted swilt- 
ly following the complaint to 
block off the new trails into the 
area. At his suggestion, a 
conference then was held July 
18 between Association repre- 
sentatives and state and loca! 
officials at Camp Grayling, to 
sort out area enforcement fe- 
soonsibilities. 

Three different points of view 


toward use of the land invoived 
were revealed at the meeting: 

~The concern of the Lake 
property owners is that the 
incursion of heavy camper 
vehicles on the attractive state- 
owned lakefront property could 
be the first step toward illegal 
settlement of the area, squatter- 
fashion, by house trailers, fol- 
jowed by cottages. The Asso- 
ciation took part in the 1973- 
1977 Bear Mountain Resort 
lawsuit over the identical issue 
~ private exploitation of miti- 
tary reservation property with- 
out proper authority or local 
zoning control 

—According to Department 
of Natural Resources officiais, 
state-owned lands normally are 
accessible to campers who 
apply for a DNR permit, obey 
state land use rules. and clean 
-up all litter, 

~In the opinion of National 
Guard authorities. the Hanson 
Military Reservation is a special 


case, use of which by the public 
can be carefully limited by the 
State Military Board 

Specific restrictions to guard 
the military-owned Lake shore- 
line against unsupervised pri- 


vate encroachment, will be 
sought trom the State Military 
Board by the Association, ac- 
cording to Andrew F. Wilson, 
LMPOA secretary.

A hearing on the issue will be 
held at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, Aug. 
2, in Grayling City Hall, spon- 
sored by the Township Planning 
Commission. 

The property in question is a 
block of 12 fots owned by Arthur 
and Virginia Solberg, on the 
south side of M-72, west of 
Eagle Point Road. 

Township planning authori- 
ties have indicated M-72 is a 
natural corridor for eventual 
commercial development. How- 
ever a master plan in the town- 
ship clfices does not project 
additional commercial develop- 
ment wast of Eagle Point Boad, 
along M-72 before 1985. 


Ppramulgated, enforcement be- 
comes a shared responsibility 
of military and civilian policing 
authorities, Col. Rutkowski in- 
dicated.

undeveloped public Lake shore- 
line. He indicated that vehicle 
traffic along the Little Bear 
Point trail was no heavier this 
year than in previous years, and 
blamed at least some of the 
litter in the area on boaters from 
other parts of the lake. 

Lieut. Robert Ruddy of the 
Crawford County Sheriff's De- 
partment said sheriff's officers 
and State Police would normally 
be ‘called on to enforce state 
and local laws involving c¢ri- 
minal and civil violations. How- 
ever special military reservation 
or environmental and camping 
rules were the responsibility of 
military and DNR autherities, he 
said. 

Col. Rutkowski said public 
use of the Camp Grayling beach 
at the south end of Lake Mar- 
grethe, while desirable, caused 
perennial problems for camp 
personnel because of the lack of 
funds ta nrnvide full heach

He said plans for the reno- 
vations of a building there are 
going weil at this tirne and said 
one employee from Grayling 
will be in charge of the office 
there during the first few 
months of operations. Other 
employees hired after that will 
come fram the Mio area he said.

We presently have 
about 2100 members in the 
CCFCU and there are at icast 
300 of those persons tiving in 
the Mio area.

WASHINGTON, D.C.—A federal grant to improve 
the Lake Margrethe State Forest Campground has been 
awarded, U.S. Rep. Philip E. Ruppe, R-Houghton, 
announced today. Ruppe said that the Interior 
Department's Bureau of Outdoor Recreation has 
approved a grant of $17,000. The Michigan Dept. of 
Natural Resources will match the funds received.

It is a true Monument to tne garbage mongers amung us. | say 
among us because they are your neighbors and not the folks from 
down south that we are so busy pointing the finger at as the source 
of all our ills. 

{ was on the South Branch doing an article on tho environ- 
mental ciean-up with Bob Smock Jr., and | sure got my eyes 
opened. We got in a canoe and floated on down from Chase Bridge 
and it was quiet. pleasant and the river was a joy as it sparkled and 
flowed over the smooth black stones. 

There was not a can or botile to be seen. | had thought that 
there can't be so much garbage in such a beautiful river to get So 
excited about. Surely by now, | said to myself, we have reached a 
point in our consciousness where we no longer toss bottles and 
cans all over God's good Earth. 

Well, we went around a few bends and | entered the reality of 
the underwater junkyard. Bocause we were coming along behind 
the clean-up crew, the river had been swept clean of all bottles and 
cans, not to mention the diapers, bed frames (yes a steel bed 
frame) and dozens of other bits of clothing, sneakers and junk they 
had picked up 

It was disgusting and downright revolting. There is no excuse 
for such a state of affairs on such a beautiful river. We floated on 
down to Smith Bridge and everywhere there was more litter. Bottles 
and cans ... beer cans by the hundreds ... and people ask why we 
need a throw-away law. Because people just don't seem. to learn. 
They would not litter their own yatds but prefer to live like 
“humans” do the rest of the time, | think it is a disservice to say that 
these people are pigs or anything else. Given the opportunity a pig 
will be the cleanest animal in the barnyard, just ask any farmer. | 
am rapidly coming to the conclusion that the dirtiest. messiest 
rotten anima! on this planet is homo-sapiens, cach and every one of 
us. We are the only species leaving our ugly marks and litter behind 
us. 

Alter leaving Smith we drove back to Chase to pick up the cars 
in time to meet the clean-up crew just getting out from sweeping 
the river above. They had a washtub. 14 bags of garbage, a spool 
four feet wide for electrical cable, a steel gate and not only one 
kitchen sink. Their collection of trash included two sinks, one 
complete with the taps.

The river was beautiful. We saw several dozen ducks and 
numerous deer and birds and even paddied up to within a few feet 
of a fawn as it was drinking in the river. 

Keep up the littering and the trash tassing and what will be 
here is another garbage river like the ones everyone is driving away 
from when they come to fish and paddle the ones up here. We are 
only a few years behind. 

The saddest part of the whole situation is that the clean-up 
nennie sav that they can an aver and aver and over and aver the 
rivers and roads in the county and every time they return. they just 
find more garbage. They say they have better things to do and other 
projects to get at but never reach them because they are too busy 
picking up garbage. 

They say the only answer is heavy enforcement of the littering 
laws until neanle learn heyond a doubt that there arc penaitics in 
the law and that the jaw has some teeth in it ag well through some 
enforcement. 

\ couldn't agree more. {f ine law is not going to be enforced 
then take it off the books and kiss our beauty environment 
gocd-bye. It can join the rest of the ruined rivers and demolished 
countryside in this country and perhaps we will end up with a few 
slides and photos to Show our great grand-children the heritage 
they could have had but we didn't care enough to preserve it.

share draft accounts for mem- 
bers which they should find very 
convenient. These operate like a 
checking account but also pay 
dividents the same as a regular 
savings account”. He pointed 
out that the system is similar to 
a checking account but each 
book of shares (or checks) 
contains a carbon copy attach- 
ed to each draft that is written. 
“in this way each time a 
member writes a draft they 
automatically have a copy for 
their own records and can use it 
for reference. There is interest 
paid on these accounts,” he 
added. 

Sorenson says the CCFCU 
also has a program underway to 
promote savings at the credit 
union. Under the plan those 
people who save the most have 
a chance at winning a number of 
prizes inciuding a i8-inch cuior 
television, an 8-track stereo, a 
dinnerware set and several cash 
prizes as well. He said that the 
greater the amount saved by a 
member, the better their chanc- 
es of winning in the contest. 
Por eaci $10u saveu @ emer 
gets another chance on the 
draw. 

Other recent additions to the 
services at the CCFCW include 
the availability of traveliers 
checks and money orders as 
well as direct deposit service for 
many different payroll and gov- 
ernment checks. “We also have 
here the free service of a notary 
public for our members,” said 
Sorenson. “i ani nol sure if 
many of our members are aware 
that this service is available to 
them at no charge”. 

Sorenson expiained that the 
main difference between the 
credit union and other financial 
institutions is that the members 
of ine CCFCU actually are the 
owners of the institution while 
most other banks and simiiar 
businesses are owned by share- 
holders. “The credit union is a 
cooperative arrangement where 
the members can save and 
borrow while a bank or other 
financial institution is stock 
owned,” ne said. 

He also said that loans are 
available for a wide variety of 
purposes through the CCFCU.

Energy Supply? 


Plans tc construct an 
initial five wood chip fired 
10-megawatt eiectric and 
Steam generating plants in 
central and western Michi- 
gan in the near future could 
supply electricity for 50.000 
nersons and supply numer- 
ous light industries.

the Midwestern Boradcast- 
ing System and American 
Cable Television Network of 
Traverse City. have announc- 
ed construction will start on 
the plant this summer. 

The initial plant will cost 
$5.6 million and will supply 
all the power needs of 
Morbank industries, Morey's 
Company. Morbark expects 
to use up to one megawatt 
for its 300 employee-manu- 
facturing operation tocated 
at Winn, Mi.. where the plant 
will be built. Construction is 
expected to be completed 20 
months after it starts. 

The other nine megawatts 
produced by the plant is to 
he purchased by Wolverine 
Electric Cooperative for dis- 
tribution to the four Rural 
Electrification Co.'s (REA’s) 
it serves in central! and 
western Michigan. 

Morey and Biederman ex- 
plain that biotherm energy - 
the production of steam 
power and electricity from 
wood chips - has become 
practical today for a number 
of reasons. One is the cost 
today of oil. gas or coal in 
comparison to wood chips. 
“Ten years ago it would not 
have been possible to com- 
pete with the highest priced 
of these three fossil fuels at 
the price it (oi) was selling.” 
said Morey. “Today even the 
cheapest of the three (coal) 
is selling for twice what 
wood chips cost.” he added. 


lonmshae 


They also cite the dev- 
elopment of wood chip har- 
vesting technology in the 
form of fellerhunching ma- 
chines. mechanical skidders, 
chip harvesting machines 
which can gobbie wihvie 
trees and convert the entire 
tree to wood chips which are 
uniform in size, cleaned of 
grit. sand, leaves and twigs. 
This technoloav developed 
to harvest trees and produce 
wood chips for pulp for 
paper mills and for other 
uses such as pressed wood 
is available today to produce 
chips in massive quantities 
for energy. 

Bul a vital question is: Do 
we have enough wood for as 
inassive demand as energy? 

Morey cites the plant, to 
be built at Winn. as an 
oxample. 

Located in {sabefla County 
which has about 100,000 
acres of timbered land which 
produces an average 60 tons 
of wood per acre, the plant at 
Winn would use a maximum 
of 100.00 ton of wood per 
year. Of one ton per acre. 
With each acre producing 
five tong per acre of new 
fiber and with five tons of 
wood being lost through rot 
alone. five such plants could 
be sustained in isabella 
County alone by using just 
the dead wood and junk 
wood that would otherwise 
be fost through rot. 

As Morey told the Wall 
Street Journal (which quoted 
him ina front page articie on 
May 5. 1977) “We are not 
talking about using our good 
commercial timber quality 
wood which we need for 
lumber and other uses. for 
energy we have ali the dead 
wood. junk wood, trees that 
need to be thinned out and 
overmature trees to supply 
us indefinitely with five 
billion tons of such wood per 
year. Five billion tons of

In summary of the test results 
the report has shown that water 
quality in the AuSable River has 
witnessed distinct improvement 
sone $074 ond 1078 In the 
critical reach below the city, 
this improvement was reflected 
by nearly ail of the parameters 
examined. Decreased fluctua- 
tions in dissolved oxygen be- 
tween night and day were signi- 
ficant in terms of protecting the

The report showed improved 
trends in nitrogen and phos- 
phorus levels through the criti- 
cal reach below the waste water 
treatment plant. 

Recommendations of the re- 
port were that further study be 
made to determine the extent of 
effects on water quality caused 
by the two impoundments a- 
bove Grayling. Second, the pos- 
sibility of non-point source con- 
tamination of the river below 
Grayling should be further ex- 
plored and closely monitored.
